We received a pleasant letter from our “‘vic- 
tim,” written in San Fracisco on the eve of his 
departure; he had forwarded by expresstothe 
Philadelphia Mint one hundred ounces of the 
dust we had “literally given’’ to him, and with 
a heart overflowing with gratitude and love 
toward us, he seut us his best wishes.

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A Prisoner of War

I. 


A few weeks before the war of the 
rebellion broke out, my eldest brother, 
Will, left the paternal roof to seck his 
fortunes in the west, and took in, on 
his way, a large and thrifty town in Uhio, iu 
which resided some influential relatives of my 
mother. While “resting on his oars,” enjoy- 
ing the society of nis bright and pretty cous- 
ins, and “prospecting” for a good location for 
business, the tocsin of war was sounded by the 
attack on Sumter, and, with other young and 
patriotic men, he was quickly enroiled in the 
Ist Ohio regiment, which afterward, with the 
24 Ohio and 24 New York, constituted the 
brigade of General Schenck. They were imme- 
diately sent east for equipment, Philadelphia 
being their temporary headquarters. 

Here Will made his home with me, the bar- 
racks in Suffolk Park being uncomfortable 
and#dirty, and in my house be met our winsome 
Rose, my husband’s ward—golden haired, blue- 
eyed, white and red of skin, a “little maiden 
just from school,” but. the maiden of all the 
world in Will’s eyes, if one conld judge by the 
way they followed her every movement. 

When marching orders came, we had rolls of 
bandages, bundles of lint, flannel! havelock, all 
ready, and filledhis knap-ack with all manner 
of useless, as well as useful things, in the bliss- 
ful ignorance of those first Cays of the war, 
that “light marching order,” meant the carry- 


ing of nothing not absolutely necessary. 
It is needless to say that every edition of the 


*- gaily papers was eagerly scanned for news of 


the movements of the Ist Oho, or that my 
husband was beseiged fo. u-ews fruin “‘the 
front,” as soon as he entered the house, Our 
restlesssness and apprehension were wrought to 
fever heat, and when the new? of tie hattle of 
Big Bothel reached us, and the home-coiing, 
in his coffin, of one of our brayest and best 
young officers, wade us realize that war was no 
holiday soldiering, but a hard and terrible re- 
ality, we wondered at our own courage and 
confidence in sending our dear brother from 
us, to be “food for powder.” The sound of 
marching feet, of beating drums, and piercing 
fifes, never seemed to be out of our ears, and I 
often found myself wondering if it were not 
all a frightful dream. Watching, waiting, fear- 
ing, we passed our days and nights, until the 
second battle of the war, Bull Runn, with its 
crushing defeat, warned us that the foe we had 
to fight were neither children nor cowards, but 
men like our own, desperate and resolved. 
When my husband came home, laden with 
the latest afternoon papers. Rose and I parcel- 
led them out, each going toa quiet corner, to 
scan the lists of the killed and wounded; page 
after page, column after column was eagerly 
rgad, the only item which especially concerned 
ets being ove to the effect that General 
Schenck’s brigade had covered the retreat from 
the ficld, and was therefore in a position of 
much danger. My husband, wearied and 
worn with the excitement of the day, had gone 
to bed, and I sat under the gas light, still turn- 
ing over the papers, while Rose sat in an ad- 
joining room, each conscious of the occupation 
of the other only by the occasional rattie of 
the newspapers. 

Suddenly I heard a low cry from the other 
room, and running in,found Rose pale and 
rigid: she looked up at me, piteously, as I en- 
tered, and pointed silently to a line in a col- 
umn of the paper. 

I gead there, among the killed, “ William 
Marsten, 2d Ohio, Schenck’s brigade, killed by 
cannon ball,on the retreat.”” The room swam 
fora few minutes, but, recovering myself, | 
read it again, and then I perceived it was the 
second and not the first Ohio. The hope was a 
slender one; that there might be a William 
Marsten in each regiment I knew was scarcely 
probable, as the name was not common, and it 
seemed much more likely that a mistake had 
been made as to the number of the regiment, 
than that there would be two men of the same 
name in the two regiments. The Ist Ohio, 
commanded by Colonel McCook, of the “‘fight- 
ing McCook’s,” had notsuffered much, and had 
reached Washington in good order. 

Arousing my husband, I begged him to go to 
the nearest telegraph office, which, in those 
days was down in the heart of the city, and 
telegraph to Washington for information. Not 
until he was gone did I think of Rose, and re- 
turned to find her unconscious. The daysand 
weeks since Will left us had been so full of ex- 
citement that I paid little attention to the dear 
girl, and did not notice that she had eagerly 
devoured al] news from the front, or if I did 
observe it, I ascribed it to her natural sympathy 
with me. Now, however, I had a revelation: 
her terror-paled face when I found her first, 
and her now unconscious and limp little figure, 
betrayed her well-kept seceet. 

Poor little thing, I thought; how she has 
been suffering alone all these weeks, not dar- 
ing to show her anxiety as I, his sister, was 
free todo. Taking her up I laid her on the 
couch; soon her eyes opened; she looked at me 
a moment, then turned her pale face away. I 
bent over and kissed her silently,a flood of 
tearsand a pressure of the hand was her as- 
surance that she knew I understood. 

It was near daylight when my lusband re- 
tarned, pale and weary; and a giance at his 
face was enough to tell me that he had no com- 
fort for us. 

He had telegraphed to the commanders of 
the two Ohio regiments, and discovered that 
there were two William Mastens; one was re- 
ported missing and the other killed; the latter 
had been seen to fall, but the body had been 
left on the field. 

As the northern army began to recover from 
the demoralization of defeat, my husband and 
myself thought it possible to obtain ‘some 
definite tidings of my brother’s fate, and, ac- 
companied by my father, a physician, we started 
for the battle-field, stopping in Washington to 
glean from the survivors such information as 
they had to give. We learned that a William 
Marsten had cortainly been killed, as one sol- 
dier had heard the scream that followed the 
deadly ball, and a comrade had told him that 
it was a William Marsten of one of the Ohio 
regiments, which one he did not remember. 
From the rolls of both regiments the two were 
missing. But here a very strange thing ap- 
peared. The other regiment of the brigade, 
the 2d New York, also had a William Marsten 
on its rolis, and he was safe, So it appeared 
that there were three of the name, one in-each 
regiment, and all three had met a different 
fate. Had the name been Smith, or Jones, or 
Brown, it would have excited no wonder, but 
we never considered Marsten a common name, 
and yet here were three of. the name in one 
brigade. ‘ 

We went on the battle-field, but amidst the 
debris of the struggle, ana the new-made 
graves, we could find no traces of our lost, and 

e turned homeward, my father looking 

and broken, When my husband and I 

‘hed our home in Philadelphia, we found 

or Rose looking white and anxious, and to 

ner mute appeal of inquiry, we could only re- 

ply by a silent and sad shake of the head. No 
words were necessary. 


II. 

As time went on, other and more terrible 
battles were fought, and women, as well as 
men, had their hands full of work for those at 
the front. My husband spent more time rais- 
img money and men than in his business, while 
J, in common with other women, almost for- 
feited my claim to be considered a model 
Philadelphia housekeeper, for I confess the 
dust sometimes lay thick on tables and man- 
tele; Harry’s shirts went buttonless, and$his 
dinner was frequently a ‘‘dianer of herbs.’’ 
While I was busy making lint,bandages, jellies, 
and steckings, or roaming through hospitals 
doing what I could, Rose was my efficient lit- 
tie helper, but her wan face and listless man- 
ner ‘were pitiful to see; her faithful heart was 
true-ever to one memory of a few short weeks,

As the exchange of prisoner's became 4 sys- 
tem, and the vicinity of “Cooper-shop,” became 
a rendezvous for worthern and southern pris- 
oners, Rose grew more and more constan: 10 
her attendance, indeed; fairly haunted the 
place. She would leave home early in the 
morning, and not return until late at night, 
until I was obliged to remonstrate with her, on 
the score of her health, as well as of propriety. 
It was all useless,and finding her determined 
te go, | sometimes sent a servant with her,and 
at other times accompanied her myself. After 
two or three of these trips, 1 was struck by 
kote’s bebavior while atthe “Cooper-shop,” for 
instead of helping the busy and hard-worked 
wcmen to feed the hungry soldiers, she took 
her station some distance up the avenue, an‘ 
stood there like a statue; a train was comiu 
sloowly toward us, its platform crowded wi: : 
bine coats, who hardly waited for it to st 
but sprang off and hurried to the refresum: 
roouns. Kose planted herself in a position 
see every man as he passed, and when all w: 
gone | expected to see her turn away, but 
still stood looking eagerly toward the app 
rently empty train. In a few minutstwom 
appeared at the door of one of the cars, ha 
ing between them a third man, whom thi 
seemed to be supporting, and slowly, carefali 
they helped him down the high steps and cam - 
toward us. Rose peered wistfally in their faces. 
then turned away to repeat the same actiou 
ayain and again, as several similar parties were 
carried past. At last she came, Slowly and 
listlessly toward me, saying wearily: 

“Shall we go into the hospital and see what 
we,_can do for the poor fellows?” 

Little Rose! So care-free and light-hearted 
before this dreadful war, scemed now a mature 
woman, so rapidly had she changed, and as 
we walked between the cots, and stopped, to 
fan one, to give water to another, to write a 
letter for a third. I was struck by her tender. 
compassicnate wWomauliness, which seemed to 
make her the daughter of all elder men, and 
sister of all the younger ones. While we were 
thus engaged a shrill whistle heralded the ap- 
proach of another train, and instantly Rose 
dropped the fan she had. been waving before 
an armless soldier and rising hurnedly, she 
almost ran from the ward, her deserted patient 
saying, with a wan smile: 

“The little lady likes to see trains come in ; 
every day she does that, and then she comes 
back again nntil the next train comes.” 

I followed tothe avenue, and found Rose 
watching intently the debarkation of the sol- 
diers. Just as she was about to turn away, a 
paity of three men, who carried between 
them a fourth, appeared at one of the car doors. 
She instantly stopped, and waited until they 
came up to her, then stepped up and gazed 
earnestly into their faces. 

The sick man looked at her, then raised his 
head and stared at her with eyes that looked 
like those of the dead, so sunken were they, 
so hollow the cheeks about them. The bearers 
stopped, set down the litter, and, wiping the 
perspiration from their faces, one of them 
said to Rose: 

‘A pretty bad case, miss; the poor fellow is 
nearly at the end of his tether.” 

Rose did not reply, but bent closely over the 
sick man. her gave seeming to pierce his very 
soul. He returned her look with one as earn- 
est: I stood a little back of her, but now step- 
ped forward, when the man transferred his 
gaze from Rose to me; ‘a moment only he 
looked, when a ghastly smile brake over the 
poor, thin face: «x skeleton hand aud arm were 
extended toward me,and a feeble voice said, 
so low that I had tu bend to hear it. 

“Sister Eliner, don’t you know me’? Thank 
Ged, I’m home again!” 

“Great heavens! Brother Will!” I exclaimed, 
shocked beyond measure, and falling upon my 
Knees before the litter. 

Poor Rose was forgotten, and when I thought 
of herand looked aroud for her, one of the 
men was just saving her from falling as she 
was about to faint. 

Running to her, Icried: “Don’t, Rose! don’t 
faint; bea brave little woman, now, and help 
me to go get him home.” 

The brave little thing, by a strong effort, re- 
covered herself, and came up to the litter, 
timidly extending her hand and trying to 
smile through the tears that rained down her 
face. Will looked at her piteously and hun- 
grily, as one starved for the sight of a dear 
familiar face. 

A hospital ambulance was called, and we 
were all soon at home, where Will was quick- 
ly laid in a clean, cool bed, our family doctor 
in attendance, and the work of restoration 
begun. 

When able to give us some account of him- 
self, Will said, that during the retreat from 
Bull Run, as he, with some of his comrades, 
were attempting to preserve some kind of or- 
der and to rejoin their regiment, a small par- 
ty of the enemy’s cavalry dashed in among 
them, and with pistols leveled at their heads, 
demanded their surrender. As the confed- 
erates were two to one, resistance seemed hope- 


f less, and they were marched off. 


They were taken direct to Richmond, 
thence to Danville, where he, with others,had 
been kept confined until their exchange could 
be effected. This was delayed by various cir- 
cumstances, his illness once or twice inducing 
the prison authorities to send him to the hos- 
pital, and it was after one of these turns of 
illness that he was finally exchanged. He 
knew nothing of the singular similarity of 
names of three members of the three regi- 
ments, but remembered that a number of the 
2d Ohio had been almost cutin two by a.can- 
non hall, for he stood near him, saw him throw 
up his arms, and heard the scream of agony, 

To restore him to health was not a work of 
days or weeks, but of months, and the war 
clouds had begun to disperse when Will was 
able to start, once more, on his gxest for for- 
tune. But before this he had obtained Roses’ 
premise to be his bride when he had the nest 
ready, and, on a bright June morning, the fol- 
lowing year, she was boine from us, tearful 
and smiling, to a town on the broad prairies of 
lilinois, where Will had established himself 
and made his home nest; and there we leave 
them.

Don’t expectorate in the peach-blow vase: peach - 
blow vases cost money, and are bought to look at.

A Rich Story of Adventuare—The New Moon 
and the Seven Stars, or the Biter Bit. 

In the spring of 1563, the regiment to which 

I belonged, to wit, the 15th Mississippi infan- 

try, was ordered from Port Hudson, Li., to 

Tulahoma, Tenn., a8 was understood. We 


went as far as Montgomery, Aila., and for some 
cause unknown to the writer, were ordered 


back to Mississippi. 

But what I wish to tell you occurred on the 
way from Port Hudson to Montgomery. 

We had not been paid off in a good long 
while, and as a consequence were all out of 
money. As usual, we were extremely anxious 
to get hold of anything to eat that was more 
palatable than corn bread aud biue buil beef. li 
we did this we had to buy it, and, as I said, 
money was scarce. We were in Jackson, Miss. 
I was emphatically hungry for something extra 
and set ubout borrowing a small sum with 
which to purchase it. (ur good Major Terry 
lent me two dollars out of a five-dollar bill. 
Now, you must remember that Major Terry 
hed only five dollars. He let me have two 
doliars, with the full understanding that three 
Gollars in change had to be returned to him ; 
so you Wiil see that I had no control of three 
doliars of the money. After I got the money 
I set about investing it. I went to a little 
shop ou the right-oaud side of the street that 
led trom the confederate house, by the gov- 
erno?:’s mansion, to the capitol. The littie 
shop was just next to the confederate hoase, 
and was kept by an Irish woman, the wife oi a 
railroad man, as 1 then understood. 

Now let me. in a few lines, desecrids an aver- 
age confederate store's stock uf thattime. It 
generally consisted of dilapidated veils, cur- 
rycombs, rilbons-—faded and ancient—-slays, 
caws, artifical flowers—tangled, twisted aud 
ola—ealico, at several dollars per vard, boiled 
eggs, pies, breeches at fabuious prices, and to 
cut the description short a confederate stock 
copsisted of a copglomerated mass of mistitted 
and ill-assorted heterogeneousness. Such were 
the contents ofthe shopto which I repaired 
and it wasas goodas the average—the very 
hest stocks generally had in addition to the 
above, parasols and fish-hooks. 

The question was, how should I spend my 
two dojlars. IJ did’nt want any veiis or wheel- 
whirls, but I wanted something ‘‘to chaw,” as 
we used to classically express it. I knew the 
woman sold hard boiled eggs, and I knew they 
were two dollars per dozen. I thought a dozen 
eggs would “go further’ than two dollars’ 
worth of anything else, and decided to get 
them, but while negotiating for the eggs, I 
saw a very fine half-moon pie. put into the 
stove. JI wanted it, too, but the two dollars 
wouldn’t get the eggs and the pie also, Sol 
resolved to lift (not steal) the pie while 

woman went into a little 
back roon for the egyv3, which 
she kept already boiled. ‘The strategy that I 
put into practice was to call upon the woman, 
hurriedly, for the eggs just at the moment 
when the pie was not quite ready to take from 
the stove and yet so nearly done that it would 
be just ready for “‘lifting’’ while she was coun- 
ting my eggs. Now this was a nice calculation 
and noone but a regular rebel infantry man 
with just two borrowed dollars to go upon 
could have madeit. So just inthe nick of 
time | said: ‘**Madam, get me a dozen eggs just 
as quick as you can. I’m ina big hurry.” Just 
as I had expected she glanced at the pie (the 
stove door was open—maybe it had no door), it 
locked too pale—not quite brown enough. I 
suppose she calculated that it would be just 
about right to take up by the time she got me 
the dozen eggs. 

We were in a kind of middle-room. Assoon 
as her back was well turned I lifted the pie. 
Jerusalem, how hot it was! I danced it around 
onthe tips of the fingers of my right hand 
while Iunbuttoned the bosom of my over- 
shirt, so that I might poke the pie into my 
bosom between my overshirt and undershirt. 
I worked fast for [heard the woman comiug 
with the eggs, in fact so great was my hurry 
that I thrust the red hot pie not between tho 
two shirts but under both of them, right 
next to the naked skin—slap up against the 
hide! “Gewhilikens! The whoopee! oo! oo! 
00! oh! hoo! hoo! oop-ee! hell!’ were some- 
thing like the expressions that I wished to 
give voice to. No use a-talkin’, fellow citi- 
zens, that pie hurt me, and as the woman had 
returned, I couldn’t jerk it out of my bosom, 
nor could I yell, but I had to ‘grin and en- 
dure it,’ while she (we had gone to the front 
room) was giving me my eggs and Major 
Terry’s three dollars. I would have sloped, 
but I had to wait for the three dollars, <As 
she counted out the eggs and change I leaned 
over to the left, so that the hot pie could fall 
from my devoted side. To make matters 
worse, by some means or other I 
squeezed several wads of hot dried 
apples out of the pie, and every wad 
put in its work, and the devil of it was, the 
woman was a long while giving me the change. 
As soon as I got out of the house I clawed that 
pie out of my bosom with a kind of under- 
scored emphasis. I had got beat at my own 
game. Icouldn’t keepthe thing to myself. 
I told the boys of my regiment and showed 
them where I \.:s branded with the halfmoon 
and seven stars the wads of hot apples fixed 
the stars—allow ‘ne to say they were fixed 
Stars. For weeks afterwards the boys, would 
now and then baw] out: “Hello judge! When 
will the moon change?” 

Now, the readers of Tur ConstitruTion—a 
paper for one dollar, worth fifty-two dollars 
per year—must not think that I was a thief 
and that I stole that pie. What the lawyers 
call ‘‘the felonious intent” didn’t enter into 
the taking of that pie. I didn’t feel mean 
while taking it. I only felt like owning the 
pie, and I got it, and—well, it got me too, and 
I felt mean afterwards. 

After the war was over afd hard-boiled eggs 
had ceased to be a staple commodity, and half- 
moon pies and confederate overshirts had been 
relegated—numbered among the things that 
were—I, in company with one of my brothers, 
was in Jackson. I told him this tale, and re- 
quested him to help me hunt up the woman 
shop-keeper. We found her in much bet- 
ter and nicer quarters. She was proprietress 
ofa West Jackson bakery. I told her the 
foregoing tale. She enjoyed its recital and ex- 
claimed when I had finished it: “Oh, and I 
knew you had the pie, jist, and that is the 
rason { was so long makin’ the change, honey; 
but I don’t care at all, at all. I wish you had 
got all my stuff, ye southern b’ys, for in a few 
wakes the yankees robbed me of all the goods 
I had.

A Realistic Performance of the “Siege of 
Lucknow” Given by Soldiers in Denver. 


From the Salt Lake Tribune. 

At Denver in the winter of 1863, the prin- 
cipal theater was run under the management of 
Jobn Langrish. At that time some 6,000 union sol- 
diers were stationed there. The soldiers took great 
interest in the theater and were its principal, or at 
least, its most enthusiastic patrons. Every night 
the house was crowded—particulariy the galiery— 
with soléfers. To please the boysin biue, Mr. 
Langrish puton the “Siege of Lucknow.” Both 
men and officers took greatinterest in the piece. 
Thev were determined that it should be produced 
in fine style. The soldiers made a lot of bombs to

cennon to be brought to the theater for use in th 
fort. and about fifty men armed with muskets vol- 
unteered to act asthe attacking parity of natives.

Thev mace areport as loud as the largest China 
bombs. The bombs made it mighty hot for poor 
Jessie Brown. Jn less than half a mimute- her 
dress was on fire in two or three places, and every- 
body expected tosee her beat a retreat, But those 
with herin the fort smothered her burning dress, 
end she stood her ground.

When thosein the fort began to reply to the fire 
of the attacking party this cannon was touched 
off. and it blew a hole through the side of the 
theatre nearly eight feet square. This excited the 
soldiers in front, and those in the gallery began 
firing their revolvers up inte the ceiling, while 
those below turned loose into the fioor. Ina few 
seconds the whole place was so full of powder 
smoke that no ove could hardly breathe or see. 
The lights presented the appearance of street lamps 
seen through a dente fog. The excuse the soldiers 
afterward made for riddlingIthe floor and ceiling 
was that all was so much flikea real battle that 
they forgot where they were, and so began firing 
before they realized what they were about. That 
night all “the boys jg blue”’ felt that they got the 
full worth of their money.

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THE TORNADO'S TRACK. 


TERRIBLE GALES AND FLOODS IN 
THE COUNTRY. 


Mansas, Ohio end Other States Suffer Great Loss of 
Life and Damage to Property by the Storm — 
Grand Display of Electricity—Incidents 
of the Disasters on Yesterday. 


Forest, O., May 15.—This place and vicin- 
ity was visited by a tornado last night about 
eleven o'clock. The air was filled by balls of 
fire, which exploded with a loud snapping 
sound. Thesstorm came from the southwest 
and tended to a northeasterly direction. Par- 
ticnlars, except those brought by farmers liv- 
ing near thetrack of the storm, cannot be 
obtained. ‘There are known to have been five 
persons killed and a number injured, two 
probably fatally. The residence of Mr. Mc- 
Etvee was blown down, killing Mr. 
McElvee and his mother-in-law. 
A house near by owas destroyed, 
killing a man whose name was not given. The 
house of Thomas Moore was razed to the 
ground, injuring Mr. Moore, John Thompson 
and J. Pickett seriously, but not fatally. Big 
Oak schoolhouse and church, two miles north- 
east of town, are destroyed. Samuel Huckard 
was fatally hurt and his wife injured by the 
blowing down of his residence. The Center- 
pool house, one mile west of town, was leveled 
tothe ground. In Blanchard river valley 
fences, telegraph _ poles, trees and 
houses were laid low. It §will be 
a few days before the wires can be fixed 
again along the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago railroad. The wires of the Indian- 
apolis, Bloomington and Western road are 
down north of town. In East Forest the 
Methodist church was demolished, and many 
shade and fruit trees blown down. 

INCIDENTS OF THE FLOOD IN OHIO. 

DayTon, Ohio, May 15,--Edward Moore- 
house, a railroad man, walked from here to 
Xenia and back yesterday, being anxious about 
his relatives who live in Xenia. At Trebein 
station, while being ferried across the Little 
Miami river he and the oarsman discovered a 
living boy child in a drifted tree top. Thev 
rescued the child, who had an arm and leg 
broken. He had drifted four miles down 
Shawnee creek from Xenia into the Little 
Miami. The child died before they reached 
Xenia. 

Fort WAYNE, May 15.—About midnight a 
éyclone crossed the track of the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago railway, two miles 
west of Forest, O. It blew down trees which 
scraped the side of the fast express, east bound, 
injuring ten or twelve passengers, one seri- 
eusly, his leg being brokenand one eye put 
eut. The storm also did great damage along 
Blanebard river. The town of Dunkirk, Ind., 
was struck by a storm and four persons killed 
and between fifteen and twenty injured. Sev- 
eral buildings were blown to pieces and many 
unroofed. The latest advices from there say 
all citizens are out hunting for the dead and 
wounded. Further particulars not obtainable. 
As yet the wires are all down. 

DayTon, O., May 15.—The estimated losses 
to nine counties devastated by the flood and 
wind, Greene, Clark, Madison. Miami, Darke, 
Preble, Montgomery, Butler, Warren and Willi, 
foot ap two milion dollars. 

PEOPLE FLYING IN THE AIR, 

TorkKA, Ks., May 15.—A destructive cyclone 
struck the northern part of this county yes- 
terday, and swept away a portion of the town 
ef Meriden. About ten o’clock in the morn- 
ing a very black cloud came up suddenly from 
the southeast, sweeping through the eastern 
portion of the town and did its fearfal work 
in almost a moment. A large number of 
buildings were destroyed. Eighteen or twen- 
ty persons were hurt, two or three probably 
fatally. Several persons who were out doors 
went sailing through the air. One of these 
were dropped against a barbed wire fence and 
seriously injured. Nothing was left above the 
ground in the path of the storm. Trees were 
torn up by the roots. 

LOSSES IN MICHIGAN, 

DETROIT, Mich., May 15.--Dispatehes from 
Lansing and Albion, Mich., report heavy 
sterms last evening which did great damage 
to buildings and crops, but no loss of life is 
known to have occurred. 

THESTORM IN FRANCE AND GERMANY. 

EonpDOoN, May 15.—The weather in France is 
eold and-squally. Terrific storms occurred 
throughout France. Near Montpeliecr,the vine- 
yards have been destroyed. The damage is plac- 
ed at 1,000,000 francs. A hurricane passed over 
the town and partially destroyed it. Several 
persons were killed and a number were in- 
ynred, | 

Several gales have been experienced in 
Germany. Two ships that were lying in the 
river Oder foundered and five persons were 
drowned. 

A cyclone which passed over Lorado, a 
town in Lombardy, destroyed a large number 
ef honses. Five persons were killed.

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THE ‘“‘BOODLE’’ TRIAL. 


Ex-Alderman Jachne’s Trial inthe Broauway 
Surface Swindle, 
NrEW YorRK, May 15,—The trial of ex-Alder- 


man Jachne was continued today. (Counsel 


for defence asked that the testimony of In- 
spector Byrnes and Detective Cosgrove, as to 
the alleged confessions of the defendant be 
stricken out on the ground that they were 
made under indictment of hopes and pressure 
of fear. The motion was denied. Detective 
Rogers testified that he heard Jachne’s confes- 
sion made to Inspector Byrnes, His story 
was substantiated the same as that of Inspec- 
tor Byrnes. John Scott testified that George 
Halter, Jachne’s former clerk, told him that 
“Boodle” had been kept in Jachne’s 
safe over night. When he left the witness 
stand the district attorney announced that 
the prosecution rested. Counselor John 
Grabam, for the defense, moved that the in- 
dictment be dismissed, as the grand jury had 
been tricked into making a false presentment. 
It was a fraudulent record and should be 


| squashed.’ 


General Pricer, in support of the motion, 
argued that the grand jury really did know 
name of the alleged briber, although describ- 
ing him as unknown. That is, they knew 
that Inspector HKyrnes knew it and wilfally 
abstained from obtaining that name from him. 
He argued that the indictment should be dis- 
missed on the ground that it was not based on 
suflicient evidence. 

Judge Barrett denied the motion, saying 
that the ground upon which the motion was 
based, that the grand jury had been tricked 
into finding an indictment, was a most ex- 
traordinary and unwarranted one. In re- 
fraining from insisting upon obteining all the 
evidence in Inspector Byrne’s possession, they 
acted in the interests of publie justice. All 
the evidence showed that Maloney was not 
the briber, but merely the hand throngh 
which the bribery was committed. General 
Price further moved for the dismissal of the 
indictment on the ground that there was no 
evidence of the receipt of a promise or agree- 
ment to receive a bribe, and that no evidence 
that it had been received in this county was 
adduced. This also was denied. 

Counsellor Newcomb for the defense took 
the line of argument that the district attorney 
and Inspector Byrnes had attacked Jachne to 
savethemselves from punishment for com- 
pounding felony: that Jachne’s bondsmen had 
been intimidated by the police into surrender- 
ing him.

DYNAMITE DEVILS. 


THE POLICE OF CHICAGO RUNNING 
THEM DOWN. 


Diseovery of Keealh, Addressed ‘to Parsons, Order- 
ing Explosive—Interview With Mrs. Parsons, 
Who Makes Startling Disclosures— A Des- 
perate Struggle With an Anarchist. 


CuIcaGo, May 15.--Louis Lingg, the an- 
archist who was arrested last night and whom 
the police assert to be the man they have been 
looking for as the man who threw the bomb in 
Haymarket square isa young muscular Ger- 
man. He was found in asmall cottage occu- 
pied by @ man named Louis Kline. One offi- 
cer gained admission by stratagem while au- 
other remained outside. Lingg was not caught 
npawares. His suspicions were aroused and 
when the officer saw he might 4s 
well make known his errand, Lingg 
presented a heavy Colt’s revolver at his head. 
The officer caught the barrel apd astruggie 
for its possession followed. A second officer 
heard the noise and burst into the house. 
Lingg fought like a wild beast, 
sin and screaming with rage. 
too both officers to subdue him, 
One holding the revolver and preventing 
its rise, while the other choked Lingg into 
helplessness, The weapon was taken from 
him, He was handcuffed and dragged to the 
nearest police station,whence the patrol wagon 
took him to east Chicago avenue station. 

“TJ wouldn’t care what they did with meif 
I had only killed these two officers,’ he said, 
as he was being taken to a cell. “I tried to 


shoot them, and J am sorry I didn’t succeed.”

PARSONS’S PROJECT. 


Chicago Detectives at Work onthe Anarchist 
Murders, 

CHICAGO, May 15.—Central station detectives 
have made it impossible for Parsons, the fugi- 
tive anarchist, to show himself in any city of 
conseauence in the country, without being 
arrested, and now they are engaged in supply- 
ing minor discrepancies in evidence, which 
will go to prove the chief conspiraters. Yes- 
terday a new lessee of the building, No. 107 
Fifth avenue, in cleaning up the late head- 
quarters of the anarchists, found some docu- 
ments which wake interesting reading. These 
papers were found on a desk file im the apart- 
ments formerly occupied by Parsons, and had 
doubtless been overlooked by the socialists in 
their unwilling haste to vacate the premises. 
One of the communications had evidently 
been used by Parsons in his paper, the ‘Alarm, 
and it concluded with the exclamation‘‘Vive la 
Commure.’ The writer, James A. Strickland, 


' of Durham, N. C., had first signed his name, 


but afterwards scratched it out and substi- 
tuted, “Don’t publish the name, but sign it, 
‘Knight of Labor.” He requested that his 
communication he published and inclosed 75 
cents for ten copies of the Alarm to be sent to 
B. Golagar. postoftice box 277, Durham, N. C., 
and as ‘‘many free copies as you possibly can 
for agitation—fifty if possible.’ Ona scrap of 
paper written on a letter head of a Cleveland, 
Ohio, firm of marble cutters, isthe following: 

Comrade Parsons: Providing we send the follow- 
ing dispatch, ‘‘Another bouncing boy, weight 
eleven ponnds. all well, and signed Fred Smith,” 
can you send us number 1 for the amount we send 
you by telegraph’? Please give us your lowest esti- 
mate and state by what express company, 

The remainder of this interesting missive 
wastorn off, but “number one” evidently 
meant dynamite or other explosive, as on the 
file was also found a bill from the Aetna pow- 
der company tor one hundred feet of triple 
force fuse and a lot of cartridges, made out in 
the nsme of “Cash.” A number of other or- 
ders for revolutionary handbooks and other 
dynamite and other publications from various 
parts of the country were among the papers, 
together with a number of- “crazy” 
letters advocating the destruction of all 
property, ete. The superimtendent of 
the Powder company says he had not supplied 
“Spies or any of anarchists with explosives 
knowingly, butit would have been easy for 
them to have obtained dynamite or any other 
explosives from them, or other houses in the 
city under assumed names. \, 


THOUSANDS OF BOMBS. 


Mrs. Parsons Interviewed by a Chicago 
Reporter, 

CHICAGO, May 15.—In an interview today, 
the wife of the missing anarchist, Parsons, 


| said: 


‘The papers don’t know that there has been 
a reorganization of the socialists by which all 
the month the men are exempted from any 
active werk. Speechmakers, like myself and 
*arsons, and Fielden, would never have 
known anything about any violence if any 
had been intended that Tuesday night. Each 
group has ° its duties, and they are not mixed. 
I know that there are between two and three 
thousand bombs inthe city, and if the time 
had come to ~* use them there 
would not have been a stop at the throwing 
of one of them. That was an individual mat- 
ter,and the one who did it probably thought 
he was doing right. The press and pulpit 
have taken up the cry “Crucify him!” but 
the law wil! not justify the cry. The time 
is coming when men will have machinery 
brought to such a state of perfection that 
they will only work two or three hours a 
day, and then only to promote health. The 
wealthy man may be called upon to give up 
his place, but he will take a joint ownership 


' jin the whole world and that will be to his 


advantage.”’ 

Interrogated about bombs, Mrs, Parsons 
said: 

“IT know there are between two thousand 
and three thousand bombs in this city, and if 
it becomes necessary they could be used, but 
I donot believe the necessity will arise be- 
cause the public have become awakened to the 
act that the people must rule and the capital- 
ists will give in without boodshed. Individ- 
uals, however, must act upon their own con- 
victions of duty.”

May 15.—Several large 
shoe manufacturers here wil] snut’ down to- 
night foran indefinite period, owing to the 
strike of 300 cutters several weeks ago for a 
Sper centadvance. It is stated that 15 out 
of the 19 factories will probably cease work a!- 
together within the next 48 hours. 

_ THE FIREMEN TO BE TAKEN BACK. 

ST. Louis, May 15 —The grievancecommittee 
of the locomotive firemen called with Chief F. 
P. Sargent yesterday upon Superintendent 
Kerrigan, of the Missouri Pacific railroad. 
The latter accepted the recommendations of 
the grievance committee, and has agreed to 
reinstate the firemen discharged during the 
late Knights of Labor strike. 

A STRIKE DECLARED ILLEGAL. 

PITTSBURG, May 15.—At a meeting of dis- 
trict executive board of Knights of Labor last 
night,the bakers strike was declared illegal 
and the men ordered to return to work. The 
employers have consented to the twelver hour 
arrangement, but reserve the right to say 
whether the men shall work during the night 
or day.

FAIRBANKS’S MEN RETURN To WORK.

to work. The men struck on the ist eof 
May, during ‘the height of the eight hour 
movement, but their demands having been 
refused, they sought reemployment at the 
schedule of wages and hours of labor. 
SUING THE ROYCOTTERS. 

READING, Pa., May 15.—William P. Deppen, 
a brewer of this city, against whom a beycott 
was instituted a month ago by the Berks 
liquor dealers’ league, brought suit this after- 
noon against fifty of the leading boycotters, 
all hotel keepers, for conspiring to ruin. his 
business and laying damages at $500,000. It 
is proposed to make this a test case. A num- 
ber of other boycotted business mem are wait- 
ing to sue persons, who tried to injure their 
business. 


SALISBURY SPEAKS. 


A Great Meeting of Anti-Home Rule Men in 
: London, 

Lonpon, May 15.—A great meeting of the 
opponents of home rule was held in St. James 
hall tonight, Ellis Ashmead-Bartlett pre- 
siding. The side galleries were crowded with 
ladies. The hall was profusely draped with 
national colors, and scrolls, bearing the names 
of conservative leaders, past and present, were 
displayed. Lords Salisbury,Gcerge Hamilton, 
Lapisham, Limenick, Bury-Sidmouth and 
Bradburne and many members of the house of 
commons, were on the platform. 

The chairman anmounmced that the new 
scheme of organization had been 
ratified today, making the conservative 
party morea party of-the people than it had 
been heretofore. ' 

A. B. Forward, member for Lancashire, in- 
troduced a series of resolutions to the effect 
that the meeting represented the conservative 
association of the kingdom, and that it had 
coniidence in the ability of Lord Salisbury to 
maintain Great Britain and Ireland as one 
united kingdom, and to guard the safety of 
the union and the greatness of the empire. 

The resolutions were carried amid cheers. 

Lord Salisbury said that his policy on the 
burning question of the day was the tradi- 
tional policy of the tory party to maintain 
the union, This was an unbroken tradition of 
the tories. He would simply try as an hum- 
ble instrument to hand over the burning torch 
to his successors. Hedenounced the abomina- 
ble insinuation that the conservatives conceal- 
ed their policy, There was fair grounds for 
hoping thattoday week the propo:als of the 
government would be a matter of history. 
But the question would survive. The Joyal 
party has afight before it. It would takea 
long time to root eut the poisonous weed be- 
cause the seed had been sown with an ungpar- 
mg ‘hand. In regard to the guarantees 
alleged to have heen made by Irish members 
that they would accept this bill with an 
amendment providing for Irish representa- 
tion in Westminster, the speaker said that the 
very attitude of the Parnellites showed that 
they did not desire to come to an English par- 
liament that would involve criticism of their 
treatment of their Protestant countrymen, 
and that was what they did not desire. After 
€ iticizing Gladstone’s action toward Ireland 
s nee the passage of the Irish chureh bill, 
Lord Salisbury said he did 
not wish his audience &to infer that 
Mr. Gladstone was not an honest man, bat he 
said the premier could not be trusted. The 
speaker contended that Jreland was not a na- 
tion, because it contained two different, deeply 
divided races, It depended, he said, on the 
habits of a people whether self-government 
should be conferred upon them. The habits 
of theIrish were very bad. They had become 
babituated tothe use of knives and slugs. 
The question of religion divided them. The 
peculiar influence of the Catholic clergy and 
the manner in which that influence had 
been used, must be considered before 
placing such a weapon as home rule in the 
hancs of theIrish. There wou!d be no neces- 
sity for coercion if the Irish abandoned their 
habits of mutilation, murder and robbery, and 
of preventing men who were attached to 
England from earning a livelihood. Ireland 
wanted firm, consistent policy, a firm govern- 
ment. That wasthe policy of thetory party. 

Lord Salisbury recommended that a portion 
of the money, with which it was intended to 
buy cutlrish landlords, be spent in helping 
the Trish to emigrate. This, 
he said, wouid be the best 
remedy for Ireland. He urged unity and 
action and said that thetime for using both 
was close at hand. It remained with the con- 
servatives to say what would be the result of 
the present discussion. 

Lord George Hamilton moved a vote of 
thanks to Lord Salisburv. 

The motion was seconded by hdward James 
Sanderson, M. |I’., and was carried with great 
enthusiasm.

GERMANY’S SOCIALIST LAWS. 


A Decree Issued toPrevent Public Meetings 
in Prussia, 

BERLIN, May 15.--—General surprise has 
been caused by the publication in Reich’s 
Anzeiger of a decree forbidding the holding of 
public meetings in Berlin and Potsdam and 
theirenvirons without police authority, and 
stating that permission must be asked forty- 
eight hours in advance of the time when itis 
proposed to bold the meeting. The decree is 
issued under the provisions of the socialist 
law. * 

The National Zeiturg denounces the decree 
It is not, the Zeitung says, aimed at the g0- 
cialists alone. Jt empewers the police to regu- 
late or suppress a conference of any politica! 
party obnoxious to the government. Such 
an interpretation of the anti-socialist law was 
never intended, the paper says, when the bill 
was passed. The police, even before the prb- 
lication of the decree, had been empowered to 
dissolve socialist reunions on the mere decla- 
ration of the presiding commissary of 
the pollee. “It is probable,” adids 
the Zeitung, “that the government aims at 
restricting labor meetings which are becoming 
rife.” The decree findsno support in aty 
paper. The government organs are silent on 
the subject, and others concur in the opivion

It is a remotecounty and one 
in which his friends had no right to think he 
was strong. The vote of the grand jury—a 
high average body—was Gordon 20, Bacon 
3. This is certainly significant. A vote in 
Bainbridge showed Gordon 52, Bacon 11. 
These could be supplemented Dy fifty like 
instances, 

General Gordon has his old time maguet- 
ism and eloquence onthe stump. That is 
shown from the revolution he created in the 
five counties he has spoken in. It was 
proven in the reversal of things in Lee 
county. There, after a joint discussion, a 
eounty that had only two Gordon men in it 
went for Gordon by nearly two to one,in the 
biggest vote ever cast in the county. He is 
in fine trim for the fight—as gallant and 
knightly as when he led the soldier boys in 
the valleys of Virginia. 

General Gordon is the candidate of no 
clique or faction. He has in larger measure 
than was thought possible united the rank 
and file of the two wings into which the 
party has for several years been divided. In 
a singular degree tie leaders in the Colquitt 
and Norwood campaign have come together 
in hissupport. The old differences are for- 
gotten in the enthusiasm his leadership 
evokes. 

In short, the campaign looks well. Better 
really than we would care tosay. The peo- 
ple of middle Georgia will hear General 
Gordon during the coming week and the in- 
dications are that the enthusiasm all along 
the line will be something unusual. The 
friends of General Gordon may rest assured 
he will bear himself gallantly, as he has al- 
ways done,

The Macon Telegraph, alluding to Major 
Bacon’s races, says: ‘‘ Major Bacon has nev- 
er been before but two gubernatorial c»nven- 
tions. In one be was withdrawn to make 
way for Mr. Stephens.”’ 

“‘Withdrawo to make way for Mr. Ste- 
phens’’ is rich! The public remembers very 
distinctly with what rancor and bitterness 
the campaign in Major Bacon’s interest was 
waged against Mr. Stephens. The old man 
was assaulted with ferocity. His very age 
and decrepitude was made the subject of a 
venomous criticism. His mental soundness 


and as usual was charged with being in the 
‘Atlanta ring,’’ and brought out ‘’ to defeat 
Major Bacon.”’ 

The campaign went on. The old man, 
grand even in bis failing years, met his as- 
sailants with indomitable courage. Like 
Richelieu, he gathered himself superbly for 
the death struggle, and shaking off with 
equal disdain ridicule and.abuse, went 
among his people in his roller chair and ask- 
ed for their suffrages. All this time he was 
denounced as the creature of ‘‘the Atlanta 
ring,’’ brought out “‘to beat Major Bacon.”’ 

When the people had spoken it was found 
that in spite of his feeble health and failing 
strength he had fought to good purpose, ant 
secured a clear and undisputed majori: «. 
Even then he was not left in peace. Tie 
friends of Major Bacon attempted to put * 1e 
two-thirds rule on the convention in ordcr 
that the old commoner might be put ina 
corner and badgered until he was exhausted 
and the prize fell elsewhere. The pul..c 
well remembers this fight for the two-thirds 
rule. The attempt to put it on the conve- 
tion was defeated. 

This settled the matter. With a rousiig 
majority of the delegates, and the two-thiils 
rule beaten, Mr. Stephens’s nomination was 
simply a question of calling the roll. 

Then —and not till then—Major Bacon 
‘‘was withdrawn to make way for Mr. Ste- 
phens.’’ Then—and not till then—did he 
suspend his fight for the governorship, to be 
publicly taken up again when the old com- 
moner was lying in state in the capitol, and 
the people, with bowed heads, were mourn- 
ing his death.

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Gordon's Victory in Lee. 

The lesson of yesterday’s election in Lee 
isasimple one, and will not be misunder- 
stood. 

Lee was one of the counties that was fixed 
for Bacon. It was a part of the little couré 
house crop that was to be pulled before it 
was ripe and chances taken on its spoiling. 
Gordon had not been heard of as a candidate 
and it really did look like a dead thing for 
the Bacon managers. 

But the old general happened to hear about 
it and he dropped in to seetheboys. He felt 
lonesome on his way down there. Senator 
Long says there were but two Gordon men 
in the county. Major Bacon went with 
him, The major realized that the little court- 
house crop has to be handled mighty care- 
fully, especially when it is pulled ont of 
season. So he went along to see what Gen- 
eral Gordon was going to do to if. 

There was a joint discussion. The Bacon 
papers said Major Bacon demolished General 
Gordon, This may be. But before the 
general was demolished he managed to "p- 
root Major Bacon’s little couft house crop. 
The two Gordon men had grown to forty 
times as many. The Bacon ranks were 
broken and the Bacon programme smashed 
by a vote of 84 to 57. This was better than 
General Gordon or his friends hoped tor. 
They expected to rally enongh good men to 
call a halt in the cut-and-dried programme. 
But no more. 

Lee county has done nobly in rebuking 
this attempted trick ou the people. Other 
counties will emphasize what slie has done. 
Let the people speak and their voice will be 
heard. Before the campaign is mach older, 
the wrong that has been committed in some 
counties will be righted.

1, Resolved, That this general conference shall 
elect a commission of seven, four of whom shall be 
members of some annual conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, south, and three of whom

,fhall be laymen, who shall meet a like commis- 


Sion which the general conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopalchurch, to meetin the city of New 
York in 1888, is hereby respectfully requested to 
appoint; and that thisjoint commission shall be 
charged with the duty of devising aplan of Meth- 
odist comity and federation, whereby there shall 
be avoided, as far as possible, the sin and folly of 


two Methodisms occupying the same _ territory 
either at home or in foreign fields; and if the col- 
lege of bishops of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south,shall approve ofthe plan so devised, 
it Shall go into immediaie effect. 

2. That it is eminently proper that the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, should initiate measures 
looking to this end. 

4. That a committee of five shall be appointed 
to meet a Similar committee from other Methodist 
— to prepare a Common hymnal! for Method- 
sm. 


These resolutions elicited an animated 
discussion. The opponents of the resolu- 
tions favored a reference to the standing 
committee on fraternal relations, white the 
friends of reunion desired a reference to a 
special committee consisting of a member 
from each conference. The latter course 
was adopted, after the border conferences 
had presented the importance of the matter 
in the strongest possible manner, Dr. Hay- 
good stated that other resolutions of a similar 
character would be presented. Dr. Chap- 
man said that in Missouri the folly of separ- 
ation was everywhere apparent. In small 
towns of five hundred people there are two 
Methodist churches, raising altar against al- 
tar, and wasting men, wasting money, 
and wasting the force of our common 
Christianity. ‘‘In all the west,” said Dr. 
Chapman, ‘‘where the Methodist Episcopal 
church is in the ascendancy, we are dying by 
inches, and where we are in the ascendancy 
they are dying by inches.’’ Mr. Block, of 
the West Virginia conference, compared the 
operation of the two Methodist churches in 

“one neighborhood to the well-known case of 

the Kilkenny cats. Mr. Wescott, of the 
Illinois conference, said the question was 
one in his conference of life and death, and 
he hoped it ‘would elicit the warmest interest 
of every one on the floor. Mr. Rodyers, 
ofthe Baltimore conference, expressed sim- 
ilar views; and in the end the resolutions 
were given a good start by a reference to a 
special committee made up as the friends of 
reunion desired. 

Of course such a reference {does not mean 
organic union at once, but it does mean that 
the symptoms of reunion are increasing, and 
that it will take place before many more 
years have elapsed. Separation grew out of 
a state of things that no longer exists. It 
took place in 1844, and there -was not even 
fraternal intercourse between the two 
bedies until 1869. Ont of the inter 
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great | 
| of fraternal courtesies that followed grew the 


| and provided a way for the settlement o! 


many diffienltie. Thetime has not fally 
come for organic union, but it is coming, 
and it is better for both of the great organi- 
zations and for the country that it should 
come. ‘The younger members ia both of the

people in peace and war, his poverty when 
he resigned his seat in the senate wassuch 
as to be intolerable to a proud and self-re- 
spectiny man. His proverbial generosity 
had ‘swept away all] that he had save the 
home for his wifeand children, He went to 
work undismayed, however, and in an in- 
credibly short time organized and perfected 
a company for building the Georgia Pacific 
road. Through this company $5,000,000 
capital was brought to Georgia, and the price 
of every ton of coal burned in Georgia re- 
duced fully one-half. His colleagues made 
large fortunes out of this enterprise, which 
he failed to realize for himself, by reason of 
his devotion to the enterprise. Since then 
he has organized another company for bail: - 
ipg a road through Florida, the snuecess ot 
which is assured, and out of which he has 
made a comfortable fortune. All this—and 
it is enough to satisfy the whole life of most 
men—he has done in a few years, without 
money or credit, commercial training or 
financial backing, ina time of great depres- 
sion and distrust. What one-of his critics 
can show a better business record? 

In the three departments of our public 
life—as soldier, statesman and financier-—his 
success has been remarkable. Many men 
have succeeded in one, or even two of these— 
what other man has succeeded so exception- 
ally in all?

CONSTITUTIONALS. 


Pencil Paragraphs and Editorial Shortstops 
Caught on the Run. 

The gubernatorial campaign of sixty-eight? 
will forever stand withouta parallel in our histo- 
ry. It was something more than a battle of ballots. 
It was almost a civil war. 

Even now it is difficult to speak calmiy of that 
The entire commonwealth was 
Under the protection of federal bayo- 


For a time it seemed 
that the shattered wreck of our civilization would 
be swept away. It was dangerous even to protest. 
The commander of the “Third Military District’ 
had his spies everywhere. Me was ready at a mo- 
ment’s notice to arrest our citizens aid hurry thei 
before a Court martial organized to ¢unvict. 
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It was not enough to turn a proud stale, oné of 
the Old Thirteen, into a military district. We were 
forced to endure the humiliation of having a mil- 
itary governor, a stranger who had not a single 
interest in common with our people. With the 
army and navy of the United States arrayed against 
us; With the machinery of government violently 
wrested from our hands, and with all the rampant 
and rapacious cohorts of radicalism and carpet- 
bagism united in their sayage onslaught upon a 
defenseless people, the outlook was appalling. 


When the radical state convention finish2d1 its 
work in the spring of sixty-eight, it ordered an 
election to take place on the 20th of April, and the 
three following days. This election was to ratify 
or reject the new constitution, andelect a governor 
and general assembly. Then came the tug of war. 


The republicans, being well organized, and sup 
ported by the swords and bayonets of a conquer- 
ing army, nominated their candidate for governor, 
and opened the campaign with au insolent fiour- 
ish of trumpets. At first they were under the de- 
lusion that they would sweep on to an easy viclo- 
ry. They believed that a war-worn people would 
fee! reluctant to renew the Strife, 
even when liberty was at stake. 
These adventurers had much to tempt 
them. They saw a state, one of the largest in the 
union, and destined by nature to be one of the 
richest, lying prostrate at their feet, a glittering 
prize inviting forcible seizure. Soldiers of fortune 
rushed in from everywhere, eager to be in at the 
death, and panting to divide the spoils. Among 
those flocking to the republican standard were cx- 
union soldiers, camp followers and bushwhackers: 
mercenary free lancers from Russia and Poland: 
speculative reformers from the banks of the Pis- 
ecataquis, and the entire African contingent, 
Such a tumultuous tidal wave never before in the 
history of the world threatened to overwhelm a 
civilized state 

The white people of Georgia, or the democrats, 
for very few white Georgians in those days were 
not democrats, feet that the issue was virtually lib- 
erty or death. The complete triumph of the re- 
publicans meant the destruction of law, order and 
society, a wild period of anarchy, and then anoth- 
er attempt at reconstruction. it was atime totry 
men’ssouls, Many of our most patriotic citizens 
were in Cespair. Secret societies, called “union 
leagues,’’ dotted the state and controlled the ne- 
groes, On our side, too, there were excesses, the 
natural outgrowth of oppression. The kuklux 
klan was an institution in those days. 


About this time the democratic 
of the older citizens, were reinforced by supple 
mentary organizations called ‘‘Young Men’s Dem- 
ocratic.clubs.”’ The tirst of these societies was or- 
ganized in Atlanta, and others soon sprang up ev- 
erywhere, The two organizations werein thor 
ough harmony, carrying out the old maxim, “Old 
men for counse].young men for action.’’ The demo- 
cratic executive committee was composed of E. G, 
Cabaniss, chairman: E. A. Nisbet, J. J. Greshantb 
James Jackson, G. W. Adams, L. N. Whittle, J. R. 
Snead, A. W. Reese, A. R. Wright, J. Hartridge, N. 
Tift, P. W. Alexander, J. I. Whittaker, J..A. W. 
Johnson, and S.J. Smith. Early in the campaign, 
as it was not feasible to call astate convention, this 
committee nominated Judge Augustus Reese for 
governor. In the course of a few days Judge Reese 
discovered that under the reconstruction acts he 
was not elegible. He therefore declined to run, 
end recommended Judge David Irwin. Rapid 
work was necessary. Judge Irwin was nominated. 
He accepted, but after conference with the mili- 
tary authorities retired from the race,it having 
been ascertained that General Meade, the com- 
mander of the district, held him ineligible. 


‘Inbs, composed 


By this time the democrats were nerved to the 
highest pitch of excitement. The election was 
less than a month off and they had no candidate 
for governor. Naturally the older statesmen were 
thought of _ first. Name after name 
was considered, but it Was found 
that all were disqualified under the in famous leg 
islation of congress. It became evident that some 
youpg man, whohad not held oflice before the 
war, Would have to be chosen. But what young 
man would have the firmness and daring to make 
the fight? How could he rally to his support the 
entire white population of fhe state? Like a flash 
of inspiration came the name of John B, Gordon, 
He had never been 2 politician. He was eligible, 
aud although a young man, his name was ia every- 
body’s mouth. He was loved and honored as 
the hero of a hundred fights: asthe right hand of 
the illustrious Lee; as the Bayard of the southern 
army. 

So the executive committee called a public meet 
ing at Davis hall. The house was filled to over- 
flowing. Fully 3,000 people were present. After 
clearly stating the situation,Chairman Cabaniss in- 
formed the audience that fhe committee favored 
the nomination of General John B. Gordon, and he 
desired to hear from the citizens present. The 
nomination was ratified unanimously, and with 
the wildest enthusiasm. <A committee immedi- 
ately notitied General Gordon of his nomination, 
and conducted himto the hall. His reception was 
n cyclonic furore of applause, punctuated with 
rebel yells. With the modest dignity characteristic 
of the man, the general accepted the perils and re- 
spopsibilities imposed upon him = and 
made the opening speech of the 
campaign. His bold and ringing 
eloquence convinced every hearer that “The man 
and the hour‘had met.” Davis hall never wit- 
nessed such a scene before or since. The thun- 
derous applause rocked the structure to its founda- 
tion stones. The wild cheers threatened to uplift 
the roof. Old men cried from excess of joy, and fair 
women ran the risk of splitting their rosy palms 
as they clapped their tiny hands. Meade’s judge 
advecate general, wes aghast. The federal spies 
gnashed their teeth in their rage. Union leaguers 
and carpet-beggers slunk out of the hail and fled 
in the darkness. It was evident that a revolution 
was brewing. 


It was a revolution,and in the end it was success- 
ful. But it had togothrough night tolight. Gor- 
don’s nomination electrified the people from the 
mountams to the seaboard. Every confederate 
veteran raised his voice for his fayorite hero, The 
young men, with that intense admiration for chiv- 
alry characteristic of youth, gavé themselves, heart 
and hand,to the cause of Georgia’s redemption. The 
young voters of the present generation are familiar 
with the ovations to Fitzhugh Lee in the guber- 
natorial campaign of last year. They were tame 
afiaiis by the side of  Gordon’s 
tions everywhere. From county to county 
the people’s choice went, amidst 2 
perfect whirlwind of acclamations. His tonr re- 
sem bled a royal progress. The radical campaign 
speakers were dismayed, but they knew how to 
bold their. black clans together, and they held 
them. 


The four days election was an outrage, It was 
devised to suit the convenience of the republican 
leaders in marching squads of negroes across the 
country, thus repeating votes in several counties. 
Durivg this protracted struggle at the ballot box 
the democrats, almost to a man, quit business. 
They left their fields, workshops, 
stores and offices, and worked 
as men do when life is at stake, What wasthe re

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this question. Ifanything is certain, it is abso- 
lutely certain that the gallant Gordon was elected 
by several thousand majority, But 
the programme was to ‘cheat him it 
they could not beat him, and the cheat was car- 
ried out.

This circuiar makes it plain to even the way- 
faring man. Backed up by the army and the cen- 
era] government, the radicals did not hesitate to 
steal the state government. 


The fruits of this forced radical victory were 
poisonous. Georgians continued to look upon 
Gordon as their duly elected governor. Under his 
leadership their spirit had flamed up with its old- 
time brightness and heat. They felt that they had 
practically won the day, and all they had to do 
was to remain solid. Gordon, with soldie: ly calm- 
ness, accepigd the inevitable, glorying in the pa- 
triotism of his supporters, and cheered by the as- 
surance that they would yet reap the delayed har- 
vest. But the men who were cheated out 
of their votes did not conceal their just wrath. 
Probably there was not a man among them who 
did not swear, or at least register an emphatic 
resolution to overturn the fraud, to right the 
wrong abd give Gordon his own as s9on as the 
voice of the people conid pe heard. 

Even the younger voters, for whose information 
this is Chiefly written, recollect how the move- 
ment headed by Gordon finally turned ont. It 
had so solidly arrayed the virtue and intelligence 
of the commonwealth against radicalism and 
its iniquitous methods that the dark 
fabric gradually melted away like the 
baseless fabric of a vision. The carpet-bagzers 
left the state forthe state’s good. The pack of 
hungry adventurers turned upon each other and 
stung themselves to death. All the debris of des- 
potism was carted off, and the free people of this 
liberty-loving commonwealth regained the right 
of local selfgovernment, and with God’s help 
they are going to keep it ' 


This is but the barest ontline of a reminiscence 
of a dark and yet a glorious period in our history 
It suggests thoughts that must thrilleven the du!) 
est: thoughts that ‘‘must stirafever in the blood 
of age,’’ and cause the most sluggish pulse to leap 
at the touch of a noble inspiration. The man who 
Was rightly and justly hailed as the leader who 
redeemed, regenerated and disenthralled (ieorgia 
in ’Sixty-cight is still among us. We have never 
righted the great wrong which he bore uncom- 
plainingly for our sake, but we can right it now.

Escorted From the Depotin Grand Style—The Gen- 
era) Offers to Divide Honors at the Depot With 
Major Bacon, Whose Friends Had For- 
gotten Him—The Speeches, Etc 


CuTHHERT, {Ga., May 15—[Special.]--Ac- 
cording to a previous request forwarded to Gen- 
eral Gordon at Americus by a large number of 
his friends in Randolph county today he 
consented to appear in Cuthbert to ad- 
dress the people npom the issues involved in 
the present campaign. 

Major Bacon’s friends learning that General 
Gordon would be here telegraphed or wrote 
him to that effect and requested his presence 
also. A committee, headed by the mayor of 
Cuthbert, went to the depot this morning at 
3:30 te meet General Gordon and arranged to 
escort him up town in the grandest style. 
Major Bacon alsoput in an appearance but re- 
fusing to ride up in a Gordon crowd, and hav- 
ing none of his own friends present, walked 
with one of General Gordon’s friends and 
guartered at the same hotel. 

It was agreed by General Gordon 

TO DIVIDE TIME 
with Major Bacon, with the understanding 
that Becon open with one hour, Gordon to fol- 
low with one and one-fourth hours, and Bacon 
to conclude with fifteen minutes. The court- 
room of the new courthouse was selected as 
the place, and nine o’clock the hour. Long 
before that time crowds of people from differ- 
ent portions of the county began to arrive, and 
the enthusiasm for Gordon was so manifest

State School Commissioner Orr has nearly 
completed the preparations for the teachers’ 
institute, which will be held in Atlanta in 
August.

“T expect to hold one Peabody institute only 
this year. The site will be Atlanta. It will 
begin Monday, the 2d day of August, and 
will continue in session four weeks. As last 
year, provision will be made for instruction 
not only in the ordinary common school 
branches of our state, but in the high schoo!

The scarcity of some investinents is very great 
and about the only thing to be had readily at satis- 
factory prices is the new Georgia 4% per cent bonds, 
but the demand for them is rapidly exhausting the 
supp.y, and in view of the near maturity of the 
bonds to be paid, and the large amount of funds 
that will soon be seeking investment from that 
source, the small amount now offered locally will 
soon be sold and the price rapidly advance. 

A gentleman, now a New York banker but for- 
merly a resident of this state, wrote in reply to an 
inquiry from this city as to the probable future of 
44¢ perjcent bonds that he had no doubt they would 
sell at a 3% per cent rate, or 118, before the close of 
the year, and anyone who bought now would not 
only get asafe investment, but would, if desired, 
be able to sell before many months at a good profit. 

There has been for the past few days a decided 
weakness in Central railroad stock, which is not 
definitely explained, but rumors say that the de- 
pression is being brought about by certain Savan- 
nah brokers who are short of the stock at 70 and 
under. 

This may or may not be true. We have no abso- 
lute knowledge on the subject, but history repeats 
itself in stocks as well as otherthings, and if, the 
boys are really on the stool of repentance, they will 
likely get a chance to slide off without any broken 
bones before long, because Central has a way of 
dropping almost every summer, and this looks as 
if it would be no exception to the rule 

Atlanta and West Point stock is not offered in 
any large amounts now, and the little which comes 
on the market finds ready buyers. 

The advance in Georgia to 200, which was 80 
freely predicted a short time ago, has not yet ma- 
terialized, nor do we believe it will very soon. 

Sheffield, which started off with a grand boom, 
and made money forall who went in originaliy 
and got out while the boom was on, has recently 
manifested new life. There has been a quiet but 
persistent buying of the stock, and today it can be 
sold at 45 eents to 50 cents. Considering the fact 
that only 20 per cent in cash was paid in on %500,- 
000, and that then $365,000 more stock was issued 
for railroad rights and in payment for lands, the 
price which the stock now commands is not ba‘. 
The original hoiders of stock who have not sold 
are still sanguine of great things for the enterprise. 
and if their hopes are realized they will, to apply 
a baseball phrase, have a “Birmingham pudding” 
indeed.

People of all shades of opinion and of all classes 
seem to be participating in the discussion and an 
evident feeling of unrest seems to have taken pos- 
session otthe people. This teeling so far as the 
writer has been able tojlearn,!may attributable 
to several causes. One ofthese Causes, and one 
which appeals most strongly, isthe fact that there 
is pow, aud has been almost from the beginning 
of the ‘prohibition vgitation”’ a dullness in trade 
and commerce generally, utterly unprecedented 
and unexampled. his depression has 
been increasipg and is increasing’ at 
this very hour, and unless something is 
done to check this downward tendency, Atlanta 
must prepare herself to umdergo a crisis the calam- 
pitous consequence of which, no one can foretell. 

The writer isnot in the whisky trafic nor has he 
any affiliation with those who are directly or in 
directly employed therein. He is simply a citizen 
of Atlanta and has a deep and anxious interest in 
ber welfare.

The State of Affairs Among the E. T. V. & G. 
Employes. 

The trouble among the employes of the 
Georgia division of the East Tennessee. V ir- 
ginia and Georgia railroad developed, yester- 
day, no phase of special interest. 

Tne two interviews in yesterday’s CoNsTI- 
TUTION were declared by a number of em- 
ployes to be correct presentations of their 
grievances. They felt, they said, that they 
were unjustly treated in the matter of re- 
movals and promotions, and were satisfied that 
serious trouble would result if the manage- 
ment did not alter its policy. 

A conductor, whom a CONSTITUTION repor- 
ter interviewed, said: 

“T have known the conductors to be dis- 
satisfied before, but never to such an extent 
as now.” 

“Is there any probability of a strike?’ 

“J think not. What would be the use? 
There are not many conductors, and, unless 
they could secure the co-operation of all the 
other employes, a strike would amount to 
nothing. I mean that it .would not accom- 
plish what the conductors want.” 

“What do they want?’ 

“They want the assurance that they will 
not be removed or sloved into subordinate 
positions, to make rgga for new men, unless 
by failure to discke#ze their duties they 
merit such treatment, In other {words, they 
want something like permanency attached to 
their positions.” 

“Why don’t they approach Superintendent 
Barnes and make a respectful presentation of 
their case to him?” 

“T think that is what they will do. I have 
been told today that at the next meeting of 
the conductors’ brotherhood a committee will 
be appointed to see Superintendent Barnes. I 
believe that asa rule the conductors like Su- 
perintendent Barnes, and are willing to sup- 
port every effort he makes to improve the ser- 
vice on the division. All they ask is that he 
will not displace them, without reason for new 
men.” 

“What about the engineers?” 

“T believe that there is more dissatisfaction 
among them than there is among the conduc- 
tors. It has existed ever since the strike at 
Mz: -n last year. The engineers complain that 
wh. they start out ona trip they have no 
certainty that they will be retained when they 
return.” 

Superintendent Barnes has not returned 
from Boston.

FOOD FOR LEGISLATORS. 


RioUS AMATEUR COOKERY AT 
CURIOURW YORK’S CAPITAL. 


Use [the Broiler in 
the Bachelor Statesmen 
<i Festive Apartments—Recipes for Epi- 
 eyrean Delights—Some Pleasant Dishes 
Served at State Assemblages, Etc. 


New York, May 15.—-[Special Correspond- 
ence.]-- Persons who know this country like a 
book assert that there is no placein it wherein 
bachelor entertaining has reached such perfec- 
tion as in Albany. Unlike othér capitals, it 
abounds in elegantly furnished lodging houses, 
where legislators and others who spend their 
winters here, hire apartments, whence they go 
or send three or more times a day for meals at 
the hoteles, restaurants or private establish- 
ments where meals are paid for by the week. 


As the men who live in this way are mainly - 


peliticians, and as many are rich men from the 
large cities of the state, the custom of keeping 
nu few edibles on hand for company, and for 
themselves in inclement weather 
has developed here to a point 
thatis remarkable. Men like William W. 
Astor, Theodore Roosevelt, James W. Husted, 
Wakler Howe, W. S. Andrews, Warner Miller, 
John Morrissey, Samuel J. Tilden and others of 
wealth and experience, all given to entertain- 
ing, and other bachelors in fact, or living a 
bachelors, have led ihe way tn this uncommon 
hospitality, and each one’s specialties have 
been merged into the general fund of knowl- 
edge until! it has grown to be an art as Weill as 
@ science. : 

All men are more or less fond of “stag. par- 
ties,” as those gatherings are called to which 
no women are invited. Men who have homes 
in the Jarge cities epjoy these masculine meet- 
ings at the clubs, or the modern foreign 
restaurants, but this would not do for the 
bachelors of Albany, for they meet either to 
talk politics, to drink, or to “buck the tiger’ 
at “hearts” or poker. In either case, in fact 
all cases, a great deal of drinking is done at 
these gatherings; and as they last far past 
midnight, hunger must be considered. As 
there is no food to be had in the usual way in 
these lodging houses, the problem how to 
supply the deficiency has to be studied. 
Men who drink heavily soon learn that the 
effects of alcohol diminish when food is par- 
taken of: so that whenever a politician is 
found’with acloset or cellar of liquors there 
is also found good supply of edibies. — 

One of the most appetizing of the dishes 
that one often runs across at poker or 
political parties there is broiled - sardines. 
They are deliciousand consort with claret, 
sauterne, rhine wine, malt liquors or even 
whisky; in fact they are palatable with all ex- 
cept sweet drinks. The bachelor who offers 
them has two wire boilers. In one he puts 


some slices of bread to be 
toasted, and in the other as 
many sardines as hoe can get between 


the sheets of wire. If hehasa grate fire he 
roasts the bread and broils the little fishes 
simultancously. If he hasaparlor stove he 
broils the fishes first, and makes the toast last, 
as the fishes will keepa few minutes with less 
damage to themselves than the toast will. The 
toast is then buttered and cut into fingers, and 
one sardine, broileddry of oil, is puton each 
finger of toast. ; 

Similar isthe method of serving beefsteaks, 
and very tasty and welcome toa man who is 
drinking, is this apparently commonplace dish 
found. It soundsasif it was an ordinary 
thing, but itis not. In order to serve it to 
his guests the bachelor must goto his butcher 
about a weck before he wants the meat, and 
order the tenderest steak kept in 
the refrigerator until he sends for it; or he 
can take it home and put it in his own icebox, 
but it must be a cold and airtight one, or the 
meat will spoil. At the end of a week, or at 
the least four days, the beef will be found in 
good condition. Itis then put in a broiler 
with its upper side covered an inch deep with 
butter, well saltedand peppered. When the 
meat is to be turned, the other side must be 
similarly buttered. Experienced men say 
that women cooks are no good asa rule, and 
the reason isthat they are too economical. 
However that may be, few women would put 
as much butter on a beefsteak as this method 
of cooking requires. 

While the steak is broiling, the bachelor, in 
the presence of his guests, perhaps, cuts up 
some nice, new bread into strips three inches 
long and half an inch thick. Afterwards he 
cuts the steak in the same way, and hands 
each guest a bit of bread and steak together, 
to be eaten from the fingers. It will be found 
unlike any steak to be had ata hotel or restau- 
rant. It will melt on the tongue, and its del- 
icacy and savor will touch the heart even of 
an Indian. For a change, mutton kidueys 
are broiled in the same way, and served 
on little pieces of bread and very popular this 
year at the best bachelor establishments in 
Albany. Whole kidneys are used and when 
cooked a piece of butter is put in the center. 
For these who like to “devil” them, red and 
black pepper mixed is handed around, Salt is 
necessary. These two dishes,kidneys and steak, 
go well with most wines, with ale and beer, 
and with all liquors. Some bachelors serve 
them with champagne, but the mixture is not 
highly commended. Champagne will spoil 
almost any ordinary dish if much of it has 
been drunk before eating. 

One legislator serves fish balls, and they are 
much praised and soughtafter, but they hard- 
ly deserve to be mentioned here, for he has to 
have them made at a restaurant and sent to 
him, while all he does is to cook them in a 
frying-pan when the time comes, The fish- 
ballisa mixture, half and half, of mashed 
Irish potato and dessicated codfish, with a lit- 
tle sait and pepper for savor, and butter for 
frying and for making a nice brown crust. 

A great delicacy introduced in Albany this 
yearis Edam cheese and wine. The usual 
Edam cheese, or pine-apple cheese will do, is 
opened by cuttiug the top off so as to serve as 
a lid, and then alittle port or sherry wine is 
poured into a hole mado by scooping outa 
dessert spoonful of the middle. This is left to 
stand and soak awhile, and afterwards, as fist 
as the cheese is used, more wine is poured in 


Jf the cheese is an old one (and an 
Edam or  pine-apple cheese is not 
good for any purpose unless it 


be old) the wine will soak into it and take the 
place of the original moisture that has dried 
out. It will be impossibie until you taste it, 
to conceive the exquisite effeet of the combi- 
nation. Itis eaten with water bisquit. which 
by the way are to§be found_on all bachelor 
tables this year, because they seom naturally 
to gO with all sorts of drinkables and with all 
cheeses, salt or smoked meats and most sweets. 

Several of the bachelor statesmen serve 
Welsh rarcbits and golden bucks. A Weish 
rarebit is easily made. Take some old dried 
ebeere — Edam, Stilton, pineapple, or any 
cheese with a “tang” to it, chop it into smal! 
pieces, put it into a frying-pan with a little 
butter, pepper, salt and mustard, add a little 
old ale, and stir it while it fries. Have some 
toast ready and pouriton. Anybody can do 
it at the first trial. To make a golden buck, 
add a poached egg to each bit of toast, putting 
the cheese on tho toast and the egg on the 
cheese. 

Of course none of these things do by them- 
selves. Perhaps one guest will not like the 
main dish and all the guests are pleased if they 
find a few trifles to pick at. At a poker party 
in a famous republican’s bachelor quarters the 
other nigbt we had prunes, olives, boneless 
herrings, bologna and a bex of French mixed 
candy.

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- "TO TUNNEL BROADWAY. 


An Enormous Undertaking for an Under- 
ground Arcade. 

New York, May 15.—(Special.]}—The won- 
ders of Broadway are to be increased by max- 
ing that famous thoroughfare two stories deep. 
During the past fifteen years capitalists, leg- 
islators and journalists have been the recip 
ients of many pamphlets describing a proposed 
arcade railroad underneath the present pave 
ment of Broadway. These were put forward 
by Melville D. Smith, who spent his fortune 
freely in getting up and promulgating the 
plans of this work. He came to be regarded 
as @.crapk’ and not much serious attention 
was paid to his scheme. He hai an old 
charter that had been granted for a pneu- 
matic tube, but successive legislatures refused 
to extend its privileges sufficiently to cover an 
arcade. But last winter Smith went to the 
state capital once more in the nick of time. 
The exposure of corrnption in granting eurface 
railroad charters had scared the law makers 
balf out of their wits, and when he proposed a 
charter that would give to the city three per 
cent of the grossa receipts, besides constructing 
below the railroad a system of water, gas 1nd 
telegraph mains, such as were imperatively de- 
manded anyhow, the members dared not op- 
pose so advantageous a bargain. Therefore the 
charter was granted, and that without a dollar 
of bribery. The governor has now signed the 
bill. <n 2 
The projection of so big an enterprist ggiuw 
the financial and real estate world causes a 
commotion. It transpires that Smith. instead 
of being a mere mooning dreamer of impossi- 
bilities, 1s backed by Levi P. Morton, the heirs 
of Henry ©. Claflin, Cornelius Vanderbilt, the 
Mutual Life insurance company and many 
more heavy men, sothat the enterprise has 
plenty of money. Asthe cost ofthe work is 
calculated to reach forty millions, the invest- 
ment market is all aquiver overit. The own- 
ers of real estate in Broadway, too, are consid- 
erably agitated. The vestry of Trinity church, 
tor instance, are afraid that the foundations of 
their big stone steeple will be undermined and 
numerous owners of vaults extending into the 
street are outraged, 

The plan of the arcade, chiefly by the late 
General George B. McClellan, is to scoop out 
Broadway from curb tocurb, a depth of twenty- 
five feet, thus making room for a four-track 
lne, with the sub-way for pipes underneath. 
The surface of the street isto be restored, The 
motive power.is to be electricity or cables and 
not steam. The length of the arcade will be 
about thirteen miles, reaching from the Bat- 
tery io the Harlem river in two branches. The 
job must be done within five years and will 
be begun immediately. 


AUTHORS AS PLAYWRIGHTS. 


Mark Twain and W. D. Howells Fail in a 
Dramatic Venture, 

New York, May 15.—([Special.]—A new 
play with the joint authorship of Mark Twain 
aud W. D. Howeils was to have been produced 
at the Lyceum theater next week, butit will 
not. The abandonment of the venture is a 
subject of jocose talk. Twain was the finan- 
cial backer, as well as the original playwright. 
The bumorist made a great deal of money out 
of ‘Colonel Sellers,’ for which he got aroyaity 
of fifty dollars for each performance during 
three years of its continual use by John T. 
Raymond, and he still enjoys an income from 
that source. Thistime he meant to do still 
better by keeping the management in his own 


hands. ‘The new piece is called “The Ameri- 
can Claimant,” and the principal 
cbaracter is that of Colonel! 


Sellers much exaggerated. This personage is 
a cranky inventor, and the fun is all depend- 
ent on the introduction, on the stage, of his 
peculiarinventions. There are patent articles 
of many kinds—a comical use of the phono- 
graph and other mechanical contrivances to 
produce laughter in an audience. Having 
got bis curious dramatic material into form, 
Twain concluded that a sentimental element 
was desirable, and so he engaged Howells to 
supply it. That novelist wrote in some mat- 
ter that is as distinctly literary in its quality 
as ‘Twain's is materialistic. “Twain hunted 
around a long time for a suitable actor 
for the title role and at length chose 
A. P, Burbank, a humorous recitationist. Then 
he bired the Lyceum outright, engaged the 
rest of a company and put the play under re- 
hearsal. Thedevices to force merriment were 
tried ona few friends of the authors. This 
special andience was composed of a dozen act- 
ors, authors and managers. They were aston- 
ished, but they did not laugh, Twain thought 
it would be all right with a promiscuous 
assemblage, and was not at all dismayed by 
the failure to make hardened experts laugh ; 
but Howells took a different view, for he 
feared that ridicule would take the place of 
the merriment aimed at, and he did not pro- 
pose to have his reputation hurtin any such 
way. His portion of “the American Claim- 
ant” was in texture similarto his “Parlor Car’ 
and ‘Elevator’ dainty comedies, and he de- 
c ined to submitit to the ordeal of mixture 
with Twain’s mechanical humor. So the en- 
terprise has falien through. The Lyceum 
will remain closed, with the rental paid by 
Twain, and the salaries of the company to run 
fora month. The expenses will thus be near- 
ly asmuch forthe stipulated four weeks as 
though the piece were performed, and the loss 
cannot fall short of fifteen thousand dollars. 
Twain says that he will reconstruct the work 
and use it next winter.

Which Colonel D. U, Sloan has Sounded on 
Several Important Occasions.

The gentleman lived 
rear Charleston, S. C., had been a great hunter, 
wes on his deathbed, and said to Strohecker, of 
Charleston, who was sitting by his side: ‘‘Stroheck- 
er, there hsngsa horn, I prize it very highly on 
account of its superior tone, I feelihat I shall never 
be able to sound it again, the delights of the chase 
isall over with me; Strobecker, take that horn 
and give itto some good hunter for me and tell 
him | bequeathed it to him as a dying gift.” Stro- 
hecker promised, and thus I became the favored 
one aud I trustif departed spirits have cogni- 
zance of what we do here below, 
that the soul of Kirkpatrick is satisfied with his 
legatee. I have winded this horn in many a hunt 
ou the Blue Ridce mountains with that patriot, 
tle best of men, Wade Hampton, with Alick Has- 
Fell, the Taylors, Calhouns and others of South 
Carolina's noblest sons. I made the seacoast wel- 
kin ring with this hornon that memorable eve- 
ningecf secession in Charleston. I sounded it on 
Atlanta's bills for democratic victory and Grover 
Cleveland, andI madeit resound with lusty blasts 
on the triumphal entry into the city of Atlanta of 
ovrold confederate captain. 

I was secessionist. was in the war, a South Caro- 
lina rebel, but under reeoustruction now. I do 
not feel that I comimitted treason against the gen- 
eral government. Ifso, our fathers did the same 
in the revolution; the same Causes existed, but an 
inserutable Providence cave success to the one 
_ defeatto the other, God doeth all things 
well, 

Tam aunion man now, and should Massachu- 

setts or South Carolina secede, I would help to 
whipthem back. 
_ ibe lost eause is dead and buried now. I revere 
its ashes, and love the grand old chieftain who 
Will soon follow it to that bourne from whenceno 
traveler returns. I honor him. bscause he never 
Hinched or faulted from what he believed to be 
his dnty; I honor him because he was 
ever staunch andtrueto his trust. Bat we fee! 
that we are again back inthe house of our fathers, 
and sre here to stay; we fee! that the great banner 
With its stars, are our stars, its stripes our stripes; 
once more we can place our hands upon our 
hearts and say for the star-spangled banner : 
“Long, long may it wave,’ etc. Henceforth, its 
foes are our foes, its friends our friends. 

Jefferson Davis is no longer its foe. It was not 
that he loved the great federation less, but that he 
loved the principles of the confederacy more. Yes, 
I love and honor this dying hero, but God _ forbid, 
that in co doing, I should cast a shade of dishonor, 
or disrespect on my country’s flag.
